There are still some individuals in this world, who wrongly style them- 
selves “sportsmen,” who, consider it sport and something to be proud of and 
boast about to shoot an inordinately large number of birds’in a day or a 
season. These individuals revel in having their photographs taken, gun in 
hand, and with their “kill” displayed around them.)

DP. Aston had discovered previous- 
‘ly that a number of other chemical 
elements can exist, in two or more 
different fornts, also distinguished by 
the weights of their. atoms. These 
}are named isotopes, sometimes called 
“atomic twins.” Ordinary lead, the 
new results prove, is not twins but 
triplets.

wrd trend in @he price of wheat is a 

blem that, is commanding the 

attention of every farmer and every- 
one interested in the grain trade. 

The Lond6n Daily Herald, seeking 
expert opinion on this subject, con- 
sulted E. F. Wise, an English polit- 
ical economist. Mr, Wise gave it as 
his opinion that the pool had not 
raised the price of wheat, but that as 
a direct result of the pool, the price 
of wheat had téen settled or stabil-, 
ized for the Cariadian farmer, and 
speculative profits reduced. 

If the Wheat. Pool has reduced 
speculative profits it has justified its 
The farmer is not in the 
speculative game. ‘He produces the 
wheat, and under the old system, 


| sold his grain to the grain companieg 


The speculators did not make their 
profits out of each other; they made 
them out of the farmer. The spec- 
ulative profits have been reduced, 
and therefore the farmer gets a 
larger profit. 

Opponents of the Pool seek to ex- 
plain that non-pool farmers obtained 
a higher price for their wheat than 
pool = farmers. Dopbdtiess this has 
happened in some cases. But the 
Pool has had an influence on the 
market. In order to siay in business 
grain companies have found it neces- 
sary to pay a higher price for the 
farmers’ wheat than they would if 
the Pool did not exist.

So Far Have Failed To ‘Find Origin 
_. Of Strong Rays

fessor R. A. Millikan of the Univer-

“Churchill harbour is’ completely 
landiockea by rocky points and con- 
sists of a relatively small lagoon 30- 
40 feet deep with % e mile in 
which ocean going ¥ scan anchor 
and with a bottom ofJhardpan filled 
with boulders. The channel approach 
is short and 2,000 feet wide, well in- 
dicated and with a depth of 60 to 100 
feet at the harbours’ entrance. The 
current is 5-6 miles per hour at ebb 
tide and the tide is ‘uniformly 11-12 
feet at its maximum, the harbour be- 
ing approachable at all its stages, but 
is clo by ice covering 7 months of 
the year, i November 18th to June 
19th om an average. The river freez- 
es about a month earller. There is 
good anchorage and a Vessel of 24- 
foot draught can approach within 150 
feet of the east side of the harbour. 
Dockage could be easily added. 

“The roadstead of the Nelson River 
has been partially conyerted into an 
artificial harbour by the engineers of 
the railway. It is a V-shaped estuary 
with a long and twisting approach 
1,200-3,000 feet wide, 17-20 feet deep 
at low water and 20 miles long and 
with natural exposed anchorage 
available some distance from the 
post. The harbour works consist of a 
17-span bridge 3,500 feet long lead- 
ing from the shoré to an artificial 
island paralleling the channel. The 
island is built of filled timber\ cribs 
with docks. The anchorage will be 
30 feet deep at low water and 50 at 
high water with a width of 300 feet. 
Tides range between 8 and 20 feet, 
average spring tides being 16 feet.

So 
powerful are these strange rays, they 
easily penetrate a hundred and twen- 
ty feet of water, equivalent to eleven 
feet of lead, and lead, be it remem- 
bered, is metal used by X-ray oper- 
ators to protect themselves agaihst 
injury.

Force this year rose to forty when 
Pilot Officer Harold C. Kelly, twenty- 
three years old, died in a hospital 
soon after his» single-seater Wood- 
cock fighting plane had fallen at the 
Avon Wiltshire airdrome.
